H.B.Co. timber mit, that left bn m the 
th of March, got back on Monday after 
rents Last, teva mpleted their work. 
The limit ison the south side of the Sas 


katckewan, about ninety miles up the river 
from Edmonton, adjoining a limit belonging 
to Capt. Moore on the west. It has a front 
aye on the river of about fourteen miles, 
with a depth of two to seven miles according 
tothe bends of the river. The area is fifty 
sul re thities, 

‘he timber is principally spruce and pop- 
lar, the former sometimes ving a diameter 
of two and a half feet and the latter of eigh 
teen inches. The greater part of the limit is 
heavily timbered but part of it has omy small 
timber, a larger growth having apparently 
been burnt off at some time in the past. Be- 
sides poplar and spruce there is good white 
birch on the upland, aiso balsam and pitch 
pine. Both the balsam and pine are suitable 
tor lumber. The spruce of the limit is very 
large and free from limbs, of a superior quali- 
ty indeed to any in this part of the country, 
‘The limit also includes an island six miles 
long in the river which is heavily timbered 
with spruce and poplar, about half of each. 

The river valley is much the same there as 
here. The banks are high, in some places 
cut and in others broken, while in still others 
there are wide flats. The river is as wide or 
wider than here and there are some sandbars 
init. The country on the south side of the 
river is heay ily timbered but on the north side 
it is less so, the growth being principally siaall 
poplar, The country near the river bank on 
either side is rather broken, but further back 
if is more level, running in some places into 
low land and muskes. 

\ est of the western extremity of the limit 
furiver as large as the Battle was noticed 
coming jin from the south side, which was 
supposed to be the outlet of Buck lake, lying 
between Pigeon lake and the Saskatchewan.

GOLD. 

Many theories have been advanced from 
tine totime to account for the presence of 
float wold in the Saskatchewan country and 
to demonstrate the location of the place 
trom whence it comes. Amongst them all 
the following by Mr. C. Stevens ot the miners’ 
flat, a miner of long experience in California, 
British Columbia, the Black Hills, the Bow 
river, and on the Saskatchewan itself, is at 
least worthy of notice, although it is not 
very satisfactory or encouraging from our 


| point of view, 


In the first place Mr. Stevens says thata 
sinall amount of wold exists all through the 
lower strata of soil in the country east of the 
mountains, commencing say titty or a hun 
dred miles east of their sunnnits and extend- 
ing froin one to two hundred miles further 
east. This he knows by having actually 
prospected in many places hundreds of miles 
apart. But the gold is so thinly distributed 
through the soil that it is only where the ac- 
tion of streams is brought to bear in sluicing 
the carth along their banks that it can be 
found in sufficient quantities to pay for min- 
ing. As the Saskatchewan is the largest 
stream, has the deepest valley and the largest 
niunber of creeks putt-ng into it of any of 
the rivers in this part ot the country, so it 
has the largest amount of gold, the gold 
having been washed into it by the creeksand 
siuiced out of its banks by the river itself. 
This is proved by the fact that each year 
after high water the gravel bars show that 
they have received a fresh supply of gold, 
sometimes in considerable quantity. It is 
the practice of the mincrs atter each season 
of high water to pass along the river and 
“skim” the bars, and the higher the water 
has been the richer the skimmings. The

tion of this gold thereby forming the rich 
bars in the vicinity of Edmonton, and tur 
ther down where there is little or no ywold in 
the river banks.
